“Never have I seen a moro stirring 
sight in my life, .Tho dead are no longer 
counted ; one forgets that they dro corpses 
except to draw a stern moral. Jessor” 
from the ‘scene spread out -before 
one’s gaze,.and from. which one drows 
a fund of enegy., There He mre 
than G00 io. their place in the ‘battle 
line, just as death overtook them Cne 
section could be seen kneeling down ia the 
hact of firing in perfect order behind or in 
front of their officers; nut a man or an 
officer had turned bis back ; almost all wore 
wedding rings and were reservists, Thera 
were pornts of the lina where'the regularity 
of their epuces (one step) was. stroking. 

“Then, passing t> the German sido, I 
was able to see the effects of our artillery, 
seventy-five men. entrenched in ‘dcop 
shelters had been. blown tu.pieces, Further 
in the rear, inside tho trenches, wera long 
lines of dead, who bad been harried by our 
infautry. & : 

“Ta one corner six men had joined to die 

toxcther, one of them still ho ding im hia 
hand a postcard, which is to be sent back to 
afariily named’Hubech, at tho end ‘of tha 
campuizn, to tell them that thoir son had 
died a Christian's death. TSis will be some 
amall consolution to the unkappy family.
